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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-12 are pending. 

A preliminary amendment had been filed on March 19, 2002 to amend claims 3-6 and 9-11.

Claims 1 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the compound 
disclosed in column 1 of Japanese patent JP 06-306264, also note claim 4 of the same. 

A compound made by a process is considered as the same as a compound having a 
same chemical structure unless unobvious and/or unexpected feature(s) can be shown. 

Claims 1-10 are allowable due to the novelty and unobviousness of the current process.
